It is three years later than the Roman edition with Rnysch's map which 
contained the first published delineation of America (Sonth America, Cuba and the 
islands), bnt the map of the world, which is in the above volume, was the first that 
included any portion of the northern continent and marked tbe regions which were 
discovered on the first Corte Real voyage.

Diego Ribero was present as a cosmographer at the conference of Badajoz in 
1524, when the rival claims of Spain and Portugal to the Moluccas were discussed by 
commissioners on both sides. Each party based his claim on the agreement ratified at 
Tordesillas in 1494, by which Alexander Vi’s demarcation between the pretensions of 
the two crowns was so modified that the line from pole to pole was made to cut the coast 
of South American near Cape Orange, not far from Cayenne, at about 51 degrees west 
longitude. From that meridian, which in the map is flanked at its lower end by the 
standards of the two powers, Ribero has marked the equator to- 180 degrees on each 
side, showing that the Moluccas lay within the Western or Spanish hemisphere. There 
is also a representation of some smaller islands and a line of coast lying about 10 or 
12 degrees to the east of Gilolo, the line of coast being obviously referable to New 
Guinea (the east side of Geelvink Bay). The discoveries of Labrador by the English 
of Bristol (en la qual no haUcuron eosa de provecho) of Terra Nova bv Corte Real, and 
the “ Tierra de Estevan Gomez ” discovered by him in 1525, are all marked on the 
North American coast, as well as the Tierra de Ay lion and Tierra de Garay; and below 
them, NuevaEspafia, Guatemala, the Isthmus,and South America,the west coast of which 
is given as far as Chincuy cibdad in Peru, where the outline is broken, to be resumed only 
at the Straits of Magellan.—Thus it will be seen that this precious example of early 
cartography (unapproached by anything that had yet been designed) contains the first 
graphic representation of many new and important facts in the history of American 
Discovery.—Ribero had exceptional facilities of acquiring knowledge, as he had been 
appointed one of the royal cosmographers in 1523, and had been made Examiner of 
Pilots in 1527, in the absence of Sebastian Cabot. It is said that he died in 1533.— 

The arms of Agostino Chigi are painted on the lower margin (as well as those of his 
patron, Julius II, although the latter bad died sixteen years previously). It was 
probably through Chigi’s descendant, who was Pope Alexander VTI in the seventeenth 
century, that the map passed into the Papal library.

The Arcano comprises Portolani and Charts by English and other pilots, which 
were never published elsewhere; and to American collectors it mnst be of the 
highest interest. The maps which depict Virginia, New Netherlands, and New England, 
are amongst the most important of those: they are fuller and upon a larger scale than, 
while at the same time they are totally distinct from, those of Laeft, Jansson, Mercator, 
Visscher, the Beschryving of 1651, Van Loon, and Donckers. 

It is very strange, upon this account, that the Arcano is omitted by Asher in his 
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BibUograpkioai Essay, and that the attention of so painstaking a student should not 
have been drawn to Dudley's work. As the author died in 1689, his American maps 
must be considered to take precedence of all those mentioned by Asher, except the 1680 
edition of Laet. In fact, it is uncertain whether they might not claim priority even 
over Laet; for the engraver Lncini mentions that he himself had been kept secluded 
In an obscure village of Tuscany for twelve years, working incessantly at the plates. • 

The essential chancier of Dudley’s work is scientific, as shown by his constant 
rectification of the measurements of prior hydrognphers. A similar remark will apply 
to the delineations of the newly-discovered lands of Australia and New Guinea—not 
indeed sundered as yet—concerning which more detail will be found in this Atlas than 
in anyother of its age. 

The smaller folio contains a number of special Portolani, one of which is by 
Abraham Kendal, the master of Dudley's flag-ship, when the latter (just before Raleigh 
made his similar attempt) fitted oat an expedition in 1694-95 to explore the land of 
Eldorado; daring which he visited Trinidad and some other islands, Guyana, the issues 
of the Orinoco, etc. He took some useful notes, made lists of native words, thrashed 
same Spanish ships, and escaped some great dangers in this expedition, a daring one for 
a young man of 21—bat returned without booty. The numerous Vocabularies of 
savage languages which the Arcano contains are of considerable interest. Abraham 
Kendal, whose name is unknown to the book-makers, died at Portobello, in Central 
America, in 1597, in Drake's service, leaving behind him the plans and papers of which 
Dudley made good use. Another of those Portolani is that of John Dans to India in 
1601 (killed 1602) whom Dudley describes as being, along with Abraham Kendal, the 
best and most expert mariners that England ever had.

The intitulation is worth translating, as it has been misunder¬ 
stood by some writers. Its meaning is—“ Countries newly found, 
and styled New World, by Alberic Yesputius, Florentine.” The word 
“intitulato” is used in the singular number by attraction and assimi¬ 
lation to its object. 

This work was practically the first Collection of Voyages compiled 
after the discovery of America and the sea-passage to India. That the 
above copies are of the first issue, appears from the number of chapters, 
and from the full colophon which ends with “ Cum gratia & priuilegio 
p. ani. x. como nella sua Bolla appare : che p. soa del Domimo Veneto 
no ardisca iprimerlo.” In some copies, this colophon ends with the word 
“ priuilegio,” from which we may conclude that they belong to a 
re-issue made when a portion of the privilege was run out (after the 
date of Itinerarium Portugall. 1508). The compiler of the work was 
Fracanzio di Montalboddo or “Montalboddo Fracan ” as it appears at the 
heading of the dedicatory epistle; and the contents are as follows:

As will appear from the preceding detail, the chapters are i-cxlii 
in this first issue of the Paesi . In the second issue, which cannot have 
appeared before 1508 (— Mr. Harrisse in describing what he calls the 
Paesi of 1507, was really describing a book printed in 1508—) and which 
presents the truncated colophon referred to above, another chapter 
(cxliii) was added, giving a translation of King Manoel’s (Epistola, 
dated 12th June, 1508, and printed at Rome in the same year) letter 
to Pope Julius II concerning his conquests in the East. Mr. Harrisse 
says that the Cabral Voyage (capp. 63-83 above) was translated from 
King Emanuel’s Letter to the King of Castile, printed in Italian at 
Rome and Milan in 1505; but this is erroneous. That letter merely 
gave a summary statement of the chief facts of Cabral’s voyage, 
including his discovery of Brazil. The relation in the Paesi gives the 
full account as derived from Cabral himself or his secretaries.

FIR8T EDITION of the French translation of the Paesi. Brunet and Harrisse 
have invented a strange theory concerning the chronological succession of the editions. 

The facts are plain. This was the original edition, produced by the legitimate publisher, 
and bearing the privilege, dated 1516, which gave him the monopoly for two years. 
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Below the colophon, the fact is iterated in the words “ Avec le priuillege dn Roy nostre 
sire comm© il appert par ses lettres palcntcs.” While his privilege ran, no printed 
edition could be issued with a date. Hence the others which exist, five or six in num¬ 
ber, bear no honestly recorded year of impression, and have no privilege. 

This contains exactly the same matter as the Itinerariumfor although the 
chapters are numbered 1-141, this was caused by the amalgamation of capp. 9,10.

This book, which may be called the fint French Collection of Voyages, has been 
badly described by bibliographers. It virtually contains four books of Peter 
Martyr, and two of the letters of Cortes. It is divided into two parts called Extraict 
and Narrations. The anonymous editor dedicates the Extraict (which is a French

abridgment of Peter Martyr’s first three Decades made before the publication of the 
entire eight in 1530), to Charles, Due d’Angouleme. The Narrations are dedicated, 
not to Margaret of Austria, but to Margaret of France. The first is an abridgment 
of Peter Martyr’s fourth Decade printed at Basel in 1521. The second and third are 
drawn from the second and third Cortes letters, printed in Latin at Nuraberg in 1624. 
Consequently the “Extraict” must be held to take precedence of Grynsus, as the 
Novus Orbis did not begin to embody Cortes’ letters till 1555. The compiler was 
probably one of the distinguished scholars who surrounded the two promising children 
of Francis I, mentioned as receiving the dedications. The Due d’Angouleme was then 
only ten years of age, the Princess Marguerite (afterwards Duchess de Berri, and wife 
of Emanuel Philibert of Savoy) only nine, but they were already regarded as future 
patrons of literature, and their education was carefully cultivated.—This rare work 
fetched at the Beckford-Hamilton sale £126.

The map is entitled “ Typus Cosmographicus Universalis; ” the word “ Asia ” 
printed in large capitals. South America is represented as a very large island (not 
very dissimilar from its actual form) separated by a narrow strait from a large island 
stretching northward, of which the upper portion bears the words “ Terra de Cuba,” 
but which is evidently intended for the mainland as Isabella and Espagnolla lie out 
among the Antiglics. 

Another island lying north-east of this “ Terra de Cuba” is marked Terra Cortesia, 
and is probably meant for Labrador or Newfoundland, Cortesia being apparently 
corrupted from Cortereal. 

The collection of the various works of which the Novus Orbis is composed, was 
made by Joannes Huttich. Grynsus wrote the preface (or rather dedication) as a 
friend of the publisher.

The “ Prologo del Interprete ” and the tf Introductory ” both show that Maestre 
Rodrigo was in advance of many of his contemporaries. In the former he mentions the 
various translations of Marco Polo and alludes to the work of exploration being carried 
on in the West, South, and East, by Spanish and Portuguese seamen. The Introduction 
is a piece of over seven columns of print and well worthy of careful reading. His 
object is to inveigh against the false notions and deductions flowing from the improper 
use of the word “ Indies ” as applied to the islands discovered by Columbus and others 
in the Western Ocean, and a good deal of carious information is incidentally thrown in. 

One stray piece of gossip is not without humourous interest: it was customary to call 
negros Juan Bianco, and negresses Margarita. As the book was first printed at 
Senile in 1503, it is an earlier addition to the Bibliotheca Americana than Mr. 

Harrisse has made it. He pnts it down, at second hand, under 1529.

This was the first act of homage to the Pope performed in the name of Joao II 
(King of Portugal and Lord of Guinea) after the first discovery of the Cape of Good 
Hope by Bartolomeu Dias. The orator expresses the expectation that as in the previous 
year the Portuguese fleet had girdled the greater part of the circumference of Africa, 
and had reached almost as far as Cape Prassnm (Ptolemy’s Cape Prassnm, correspond¬ 
ing to that which the Portuguese afterwards reached and named Cabo dos Corrientes), 
where, as they supposed, the Arabian Gulf begins, they would soon be able to announce 
the discovery of great nations towards Asia. He thought that the remainder of the way 
would be only a matter of a few days (pauconun diernm) for the seamen.

Excessively ease —so rare indeed that there was no copy in the British Museum till 
two or three years ago, and the Hakluyt-Society editor of Alboquerque’s commentaries 
was obliged to make his translation from the reprint of 1576 (in the Grenville library). 

The Royal Library at Dresden contains a copy of the first edition of 1557, and there 
was one in the bookseller Thorpe's possession about fifty years ago, probably identical 
with that which is now in the British Museum. No others seem to be known. The 
Salva library, like our great national collection, can only exhibit the 1576 reprint— 
also a very scarce book, but of a totally different degree of rarity and intrinsic value.

Among the literary documents of American history, the place of 
honour has been occnpied hitherto by the Latin translation of 
Columbus’s letter, of which several editions were published in 1493- 
95; and the revelation, Borne twenty-five years back, of the existence 
in the Ambrosian library of a unique small 4to. tract, was the first 
indication that the Spanish text had ever been printed before Navar- 
rete’s publication of the Simancas transcript in 1825. A new discovery 
of far greater importance has since taken place. The above unique 
folio document is the original Barcelona edition of Columbus’s Spanish 
letter, and in this sole surviving copy was found last year in Spain. 

After having passed through the hands of M. Maisonneuve, it is now 
in my possession. 

It must henceforth rank as the first item in the bibliography of 
American history. 

That the Ambrosian small 4to. was a reprint, made outside of 
Spain, and that the small folio was the original production of the 
Barcelona press, is evident from several circumstances pointed out in 
the note below. 

This wonderful relic remains still attached to three or four leaves 
of MS. which were stitched up with it in the year 1497. One of 
these pieces is a document by the Procurator Fiscal of the Archduke 
Philip (afterwards Philip I of Castile, by virtue of his marriage 
with Juana la Loca) dated at Binges in 1496, and giving 
expression to an appeal of the people of the Netherlands against the 
extortionate levy of Imperial taxes. The other is the Legend of St. 

. Leocadia ; and it would seem that the unique letter and the leaves of 
MS. were put together just as they are now in Toledo in 1502. 

Until 1852, it was unknown that the Spanish text of Columbus’s 
letter had ever been printed before the present century ;—all the old 
editions of the “ E pis tola Christo phori Colom cui etas nostra multnm 
debet ” having been published from a Latin translation of the original, 
made at the close of April, 1493. In 1852, there was added by bequest 
to the Ambrosian library in Milan, a small 4to. of four leaves, which 
contained the lost Spanish text, printed probably in 1493 or 1494, no 
date or place being given. Not, however, till 1863 was the discovery 
made known, and from that time till a short while ago the Ambrosian 
small 4to. enjoyed the reputation of being without a rival. It 
could not be shown to have been printed in Spain, for, although it had 
undoubtedly been given to the press by a Spanish editor, the composi¬ 
tor’s work was plainly not that of a Spaniard. Moreover, the small 
4to. pamphlet size seemed to bring it into nearer relation with the 
small 4to. translations which appeared in 1493-1495, all outside of 
Spain—in Italy, France, and Germany. 
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At last, not many months ago, the true Spanish edition was dis¬ 
covered in Spain. It is a large pamphlet of two leaves or four pages,, 
in a quadrate small folio shape. The text is plainly that from which 
the Ambrosian small 4to. was reprinted, but there are, here and there 
in the folio, unmistakable tokens of a Catalan workshop, such as 
mages tat , venit, grands , quails , temporals , which the Spanish editor of 
the small 4to. corrected ( magestad , venid , grand.es, quotes , temporaries)^ 
and we are thus assured that the folio was printed in Barcelona, where 
the court was residing when Columbus sent his letter from Palos on 
the 15th or 16th March, 1493. He then went on to Seville, where 
he waited for an answer to his letter before going onward. He 
received it about the Tth of April, and it was the 16th of that month 
when he reached Barcelona. To that date, or to some time before the 
close of the month, we may assign the printing of the folio. The 
Latin translation which has so often been printed was finished in MS. 
on the 29th of April, and carried abroad for publication; and it may be 
supposed that the Ambrosian reprint belongs to the same period— 
that is, to some time in the month of May or June. 

A peculiarity of spelling in the folio letter, apparently much affected 
either by Columbus or by the printer, was that of writing haun quo 
instead of aunque (although). In one instance, as the Barcelona folio 
shows, he wrote the haun thus : liau, and the foreign compositor of the 
Ambrosian small 4to. took this incomprehensible abbreviation to 
represent haver (a form of haber or avere common to both peninsulas) T 
and so he printed it, making nonsense of the phrase. 

Another peculiarity may be alluded to. On the first page of the 
Barcelona letter, Columbus says of Hispaniola that there were on its 
coast many harbours sin comparacion de otros que yo sepa en Cliristianos 
(t.e. unrivalled by any others that I know in Christendom), and 
proceeds to state that the mountains were altissimas sin comparacion de 
la isla de Cetrefrei ( i.e . incomparably higher than the Peak of Teneriffe, 
the last two words being plainly a typographical blunder).—In the 
foreign impression, which is extant at Milan, the two words Centre 
frei are converted into Centre son . The Spaniard who gave the small 4to. 
letter to the press, made as we have seen some corrections. When 
he came to Centre frei , he could not understand what was meant, and 
although heallowed the readable word centre to remain, he substituted,, 
for the meaningless frei , the word son, which gives a sort of reading. 

This arbitrary change is found in its identical absurdity in the facsimile 
issued last year by Ellis and Elvey of their small 4to. Letter; and the 
translator renders the phrase thus “ incomparably higher than in the 
centre isle. They are.” It was assuredly a fault in the autograph 
letter which led to the difficulty. The Simancas transcript discovered 
by Navarrete gives the word as Cetefrey ; Dati’s Italian verse trans¬ 
lation, printed in 1493, gives it ns Sant offer; the printed Latin editions 
suppress it altogether; and only the Valencia transcript, discovered 
by Vamhagen, yields the correct form as intended by Columbus:

From its size and general appearance, this edition of the Spanish text mast have 
been issaed about the same time os the Latin letters, and in imitation of them ; but in 
what city it is impossible to say. The typographical errors are so remarkable and 
numerous that they must be ascribed in some measure to haste, and still more to the 
compositor’s ignorance of Spanish. From reasons alleged in the description of the 
folio described above, it seems clear that this was reprinted from that, or from a trans¬ 
cript of the folio impression. It was perhaps printed at Naples; certainly not at Lisbon 
while Columbus was there. So little desire had he to make his discoveries known in 
Lisbon, that he did not even venture to send his letter on to Barcelona* from the 
Portuguese capital, but waited till he reached Palos a few days later.

On the reverse of gig. llii. in lib. vii, the discovery by Christopher Columbus of a 
way to the Indies, shorter than any known before, is recorded (although with the 
mistake that the voyage had been accomplished in thirty-one days instead of thirty- 
three as stated by Columbus. 

FulgOBUS states that this new way was much easier, shorter, and better than the 
long and dangerous voyage ronnd the Cape and through the Indian Ocean, by which 
Vasco da Gama bad sought the same regions. 

In spite of its errors, this constitutes an interesting and very early notice of the two 
most important voyages in the long annals of Geographical Discovery. 

The Invention of Typography by “ Contembergus Argentinensis ” is also related, 
with an insinuation that the inventor had been directly inspired by God. By this 
wonderfnl art, Fulgosns declares that the great writers of ancient days may be said 
to have begun their existence in 1440.

It is generally admitted that the 
undated editions are of 1503—but until the fact can be proved, the Augsburg tract 
most stand first as a piece of evidence. It shows that some time before August 1504 
(early in 1503, as I believe), Vespucci published a statement (on the eighth pape of the 
above edition) that he had made two American voyages for the King of 8pam before 
the first which he made (in 1501) for the King of Portugal. No one in his time-* 
neither Columbus nor any other—contradicted him ; but it is the fashion in our days 
to regard his first Spanish voyage as wholly apocryphal. He speaks of those three 
voyages as dies (days) and calls them first, second, and third; a phraseology in agree¬ 
ment with the name Qyattro Qiomats, which he gave to his note-book in the text of 
the Italian LetUra , when he had added the voyage of 1503-4 to his former exploits. 

There were too many persons alive and interested in the facts in 1503, to allow his 
statements to pass if they were false, and we must conclude, whatever difficulties may 
be found in following the text of his first voyage (May 1497 to October 1498), that it 
really took place and was one of the most important of the early achievements of 
Navigation.

The substance of the narrative has only hitherto been 
known through the medium of the Latin paraphrase annexed to Waldseemiiller's 
Cosmographia in 1507, and the numerous reprints and abridgments of that work ; and 
as they were disfigured by a great number of errors which have tended to discredit the 
Florentine navigator, it has been considered necessary aud useful to reproduce the 
Italian original in a perfect facsimile and to bring out a literal version in English. The 
particular interest of the Lettera lies in its account of the First Voyage (1497-98), in 
which it seems undeniable that Vespucci saw and landed on portions of the now United 
States at a date earlier than any otner voyager of the time, unless the Labrador voyage 
of the Cabots, in the same year, be considered proven and anterior.

On the reverse of leaf B iii it is said, regarding inhabitable regions, 
that the phrase was only conventional since many tracts so called were 
found to he inhabited, including the greatest part of the ever unknown 
land recently discovered by Americus Vesputius , concerning which his four 
Voyages will be subjoined , translated from Italian into French and from 
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French into Latin . On the obverse of a iii, in a description of the 
Cljmates or Zones, we find the words the fourth <part of the world , 
which, since Americas discovered it , we may name Amerige (land of 
Americus, as it were ) or America. This statement is reiterated on the 
reverse of a 5, in the words another and- fourth part has been discovered 
by Americas Vesputius, which I see not how any one can justly refuse to 
name Amerige . . or America. In the verses of Philesins on the reverso 
of b ii, we find lines which may be translated thus: On the right there 
lies a land girt by a measureless ocean. This he (whom fair Lusitania 
boasts as her King) discovered , sending a fleet through the paths of the 
sea . Why more need 1 say ? The little book of Americas tells in small 
compass the site and the ways of the people. (The last two lines are 
found in Walter Lud’s Speculum, and have been faultily rendered by 
Mr. Harrisse, B.A.V. p. 100.) In the Latinizer’s verses on b iii, there 
is a reference to Virgil and Vesputius .—He sings how many straits the 
Trojan hero compassed, Thus , Vesputius , thus should thy sails be sung.

In April, 1507, Hylacomylus published his work under the name of the Gymnasium 
Vosagense, that is the Academy of four or five scholars in which he took a leading 
place ; and in the dedication to Maximilian he naturally used that name in the heading, 
and the words nos and nobis in the text. Thus his Cosmographia was then practically 
anonymous, and in a passage written some years later in another book, when mention* 
ing his autumn excursion from Lorraine into Germany he refers parenthetically to the 
fact that other persons passim were assuming the credit of the authorship. Such was 
the reason which induced Waltzemuller to insert his own name instead of the Academy’s 
and to alter the nos and nobis into me and mihi, in his third and fourth issues of the 
Cosmographia. The first issne was that of April (Kal. Maii), 1507 ; the second, 

August (Kal. Sept), 1507 ; the third and fourth were produced between 1507 and 1509, 
by reprinting, at one and the same time probably, and mutatis mutandis, two leaves to 
be substituted in the unsold copies of the former two editions. 

The world has adopted the suggestion of Waldseemiiller, although many consider 
that the fame of Columbus was injured by the appellation, and nothing can now avail 
to change it This has also been supposed to contain the first publication of the account 
of Vespucci’s Fonr Voyages, hut it is now certain that the Italian text (so rare that only 
five copies have survived) was printed in 1505 or 1506.

The reference to Vespucci on the last leaf has considerable interest. “ In the 
New World, Albericus Vespulsins, Florentine, sent by the Most Faithful King of 
Portugal, and afterwards by the Catholic King of Spain, first discovered new islands 
and unknown places, as in his libellum appears pictorially delineated, and also as it 
appears in his letter on the New World to the younger Lorenzo de Medici.” This 
shows that the book of charts and drawings to which Vcspncci refers in his Four 
Voyages , was still in existence when Albertini wrote in June, 1509. At the very 
least it may be taken to prove that the book of Four Voyages (La Lettera) was printed 
before 1509.

He remarks that he bad found the Morbus OaUicus in farther India, and that 
the people had informed him it was then a disease of some seventeen yean’ standing. The 
Hakluyt editor wrongly inferred from this that the Portuguese had introduced it into 
India, but as Vartema was allnding to Pegu and to the year 1489, that deduction would 
clearly be absurd.

It has besides a 
preface of three pages by the printer, showiog that the Cardinal of Salzburg had given 
the copy used for press to Francesco Chcregati, Bishop of Terni, one year before. 
Now, there is no preface in the Cologne < opy, and the intercourse between Rome and 
Cologne was so close and frequent that Calvus could hardly have been ignoiant of the 
fact if he had not been the first printer of the text. It is less unlikely that t’ e Cologne 
edition followed that of Rome two months later, than that the latter should have been 
produced ten months later than the other, without some knowledge of its ex stence.

It contains many carious and 
interesting particulars from personal observation, including the celebrated parley with 
some Indian chiefe of Cenn in which tbe Pope and the King of Spain were so freely 
stigmatized as drunkard and fool. Those caciques refused to acknowledge the King 
of Spain and fonght for their lands, but failed against the troops of Enciso.

Amerini, who was friendly to Columbus and aided in the realization of his plans, 
became the first Bishop in the New World. His Itinerary, or diary, was finished at

sable in an American historical library.

It was evidently prepared as an assertion of the claims of Ixtlilxochitl 
II, the last King of Tezcuco, to rights of sovereignty over Cerapoalla 
and other towns of the Totoneca provinces, which at the time of the 
Spanish conquest were regarded as fiefs of the Mexican crown and 
paid tribute to Montezuma, but which had previously belonged to tho 
Aculbuan Empire (before tbe fall of Ixtlilxochitl I, about a.d. 1415). 

Ixtlilxochitl II fought for the crown of Tezcuco after bis father’s 
death, but bis elder brother, by the aid of the Mexican monarch, won 
the tibular sovereignty with the southern provinces and the capital; 
while Ixtlil was forced to be contented with the princedom of Tzincu- 
liocan. This was his position when Cortes made his second attempt 
upon Mexico in 1520. The aid of Ixtlil enabled the Spanish leader to 
achieve the conquest of Mexico, and as a recompense he received 
Christian baptism and coronation in Tezcuco, in 1521, with full 
acknowledgment by Cortes of his royal rank and his right to reign 
over the diminished Aculhuan kingdom. In 1526 he married a 
Mexican princess ; in 1529 he died, after having seen many of his 
prerogatives usurped by the ungrateful and greedy Conquerors. The 
above Picture-Chronicle represents one of his unsuccessful claims to 
restore the glory of his line. 

It seems to have belonged about 1600-1620 to the historian Don 
Fernando de Alva Ixtlilxochitl, to tbe celebrated Mexican antiquary 
Siguenza about 1660, and was probably in the convent of SS. Peter 
and Paul in Mexico between the death of Siguenza and the Revolu¬ 
tion in the early part of this century. Then it passed into the hands 
of Brasseur de Bourbourg, at whoso decease it became the property of 
Alphonse Pinart.

Carlos Siguenza y Gongora, in which he states that during the tumult 
which took place in Mexico on the 8th of June, 1692, when the mob 
burned both the national and the municipal palace, he saved the 
original Actas. 

The value of these six volumes as historical documents cannot be 
exaggerated, and anyone who has dedicated himself to the study of the 
years immediately following the conquest, and who knows the impor¬ 
tant part which the Municipal Councils of those times took in all public 
affairs of consequence, will at once recognize their utility, because they 
form not only the foundation of Colonial history, but to a certain 
extent the foundation also of the history of a society and a civiliza¬ 
tion that were disappearing. 

The volumes contain also copies of a great number of “ Cedulas 
Rbales,” letters from important personages, such as Cortes, Alvarado, 
and others. 

A small part of these Acts has been printed in the Boletin 
Municipal de Mexico, but merely in extracts, which have been edited 
in such a careless manner, and issued in such a small number of 
copies, that these volumes lose in consequence nothing either in 
value or importance. 

The letterpress title which was used for the first and second volumes 
was taken or reprinted from the edition of part of the text pre¬ 
pared by Ygnacio Rayon. On that of Yol. II, Ramirez altered in 
writing the name of Rayon to that of Orozco; he did not make a 
similar change on the title of Yol. I, although that volume is, without 
doubt, entirely in his own handwriting.

The Relacion and Comentarios constitute a doubly remarkable volume, each of its 
parts taking a primary rank in the annals of the New World. The Relacion printed 
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in 1555 for the second time, bat of the first edition of which in 1542 only one copy is 
now extant) describes the wanderings of Cabeza de Vaca with the lockless survivors of 
the expedition that had set oat in 1527 for the conquest of Florida (by which was 
meant all the region afterwards known as Florida and Louisiana). It is the record of 
the first journey made by Europeans through the United States. Cabeza de Vaca and 
a few others who survived the shipwreck ot the expedition, were seized by the Indians 
on the Mississippi coast and held in slavery for four years, but escaped and made their 
way inland across Texas to Sonora, or near to the inmost shore of the Gnlf of 
California. Thence he and his three companions traversed the country southwards, 
and succeeded in reaching Mexico once more. On his return to Spain in 1537, having 
failed to get the governorship of Florida, which had been given to Soto, he obtained 
that of the River Plate in 1540. He arrived in Uruguay in 1541, and proceeded to 
Asuncion, the capital of Paraguay, where Spanish authority was now seated, the 6 ite 
of Buenos Ayres having been abandoned. His work thenceforward was the 
exploration of the regions around the Paraguay and Parana, the conciliation of the 
Indian tribes, and the discovery of the route towards Peru. He was however made 
prisoner by mutineers, and sent back to Spain in 1545. His secretary Pedro Hernandez 
wrote this narrative (which is the first printed account of the Plata region), to which is 
appended a Relacion made in 1545 by Hernando de Ribera, whom Cabeza de Vaca 
had sent on a journey of exploration northwards up the River Paraguay.

In the map the design is continued from one side of the world to the other by the 
north, just as though the sheet were to be placed upon a globe, and fall in equal 
divisions from the Arctic Pole. Thus the extreme North-west of America joins the 
extreme North-east of Asia, and the extreme North-west of Europe is attached to the 
extreme North-east of America. The conception is a remarkably bold one, and better 
calculated to give a true idea (notwithstanding the natural errors of the Arctic 
portion) of the world than the right and left double-hemisphere maps of other 
cartographers. 

It is a great historical work, indispensable to the student of Spanish affairs in 
America after the conquest, notwithstanding the charges made by Bernal Diaz against 
Gomara of occasional inaccuracy. The dedication to Charles V begins with these 
remarkable words : “ The greatest event which has happened since the creation of the 
world (leaving aside the incarnation and death of Him who created it) is the discovery 
of the Indies.” 

Gomara prefixes a curious address to intending translators, warning them to be 
accurate and to measure the full significance of the pregnant Spanish phrases, also to 
pay special attention to proper names. He further declares that he is writing the book 
in Latin, so that the translators may take no trouble in that language. His Latin 
version has never appeared. 

The two woodcut leaves preceding the text, containing maps, one 
of the Western and the other of the Eastern Hemisphere, seem to have 
survived only in two or three copies, yet the book is imperfect without them ; 
and the author in his address “ a los Impresores,” by whom he meant future reprioters 
of his work, begged them to omit nothing which he had taken care to insert in his 
original edition, maiormente las tablas de la tierra. It was this warning which 
induced Bellero in Antwerp to issue a small Traga dela Tierra with his edition of 1554, 
but this is also a rare map now. The difference between Bellero’s map and Gomara’s 
proves that the Spanish Government had effectually suppressed the latter, and that the 
Antwerp publisher was obliged to have a new design prepared, which is in some 
respects decidedly inferior to the original in geographical accuracy.

Thevet went ont with Villegagnon in 1555, when the latter attempted to establish 
a French colony near the month of the Rio Janeiro, and returned apparently the year 
following with Bois-le-Comte, the nephew of the former leader. The French designs 
were in a few years* time completely frustrated, but they lasted long enough to produce 
a considerable number of expeditions, and a belief that France would justify the title 
conferred on the settlement by Thevet. His account of the natives, their country, and 
their language, is very ample, and the woodcuts which illustrate the volume are of 
remarkable merit They furnished De Bry with some of his most striking pictures.— 

In the return voyage, Bois-le-Comte seems to have sailed northwards, and Thevet 
speaks of Canada and Newfoundland as if he had been there himself. He mentions 
Cartier as having told him some facts concerning his two voyages. It is strange that 
Harrisse did not include Thevet in his Notes pour servir d Vhistovre de la Nouvelle 
Fiance. There are 32 pages given to Canada, with some woodcuts, and this alone 
oaght to entitle Tbevet’s Singularity to the very second place in that bibliography.

The translator’s, or perhaps merely editor's, name was F. de Louvencourt, as we 
find it subscribed to the dedication to St Simon Baron de Courtomer. He acknow¬ 
ledges having received the rough narrative from the Baron, to whom it had been given 
by one of his tenants—a man who had been with Drake in this voyage. Louvenconrt 
seems to imply that his own work was simply a revision or improvement of the French 
sailor’s text. The narrative is nearly identical with the text given by Hakluyt, but has some 
curious modifications. On p. 17 there is a description of penguins which is not in the 
English, and elsewhere there is an account of the venereal disease among the women of 
Java and their method of cure, which is similarly absent in the English. This 
French Drake was first printed in 1613 ; in 1627 it first appeared “augmented with 
the second part,” this second part being an account of Asia and Eastern Europe, and 
in nowise connected with Drake.

42,” which points to 1687 or 1688 ; and it has also the significant inscription “ Carte 
Teuee et corige par le diet siegneur drack.” The map must therefore have been drawn 
between 1588 and 1596 (the year of Drake’s death) and the words “ Nicola van 
Sijpe f.” indicate perhaps the tenant of Conrtomer who had been'in Drake’s crew.

Tbe number of copies which contain the maps is extremely limited. “ Men who 
know ” scoot the Pigafetta map as based upon imaginary theories; but those who do 
not expect scientific observations and precise measurements from a traveller of the 
sixteenth century, must admit that there is much here in anticipation of the supposed 
new discoveries of the latest investigators. 

To take three instances only.—We find three lakes, ill delineated, but occupying 
relatively similar positions to the Tanganyika, Victoria Nyanza, and the Nyassa. In 
point of latitude, the latter two are correctly placed ; in point of longitude, the 
Tanganyika is eight degrees, the Nyanza nine degrees, and the Nyassa seven degrees, 
west of their true positions; the latitude of the Tanganyika is ten degrees south of 
what it should be. There can however be no question that the three lakes are intended, 
unless one snpposes that Lopez made a guess which happened to be near the truth, both 
as to the absolute and relative position of three great lakes—pure phantoms of his 
imagination! 

Lopez started from the mouth of the Tagus in 1578, and, after some years spent 
in Africa, returned to Europe charged with a mission from the King of Congo to the 
Spanish monarch.

The end of the voyage was Sumatra, to which island the detailed information 
chiefly refers. The book is full of very curious matter. There are short Malay and 
Madegasi vocabularies. 

There is a double error in the continuation of Brunet. The book is amply 
described from Tross’s catalogue under the name Martin, but an absurd statement is 
added concerning an edition of 1600 mentioned in Brunet’s Table M6thodique. In the 
Supplement of the Continuation the book is again described under “ Vitr6” with a 
remark that it had never been described elsewhere,

The original letter is extant in a single copy only, now in my possession which was 
discovered in Spain last year. Its importance as a typographical and historical monument, may 
be estimated from the fact (sufficiently demonstrated in the bibliographical notes) that it was 
printed at Barrelona in April, 1493, and preceded not only the unique small quarto in Spanish, 
preserved in the Ambrosian Library, but also the various editions of the Latin translation 
through which the first Letter of Columbus has hitherto been known to the world. 

In the book market it seems there is just now an extraordinary rise in the price of all 
documents, first editions, original MS. letters, old reprints, and memorials generally of 
Christopher Columbus. Two reprints of the first letter of the navigator extant from America 
were sold the other day, one to tne Boston Library for £580, and the other to a New York 
collector for £5o0. Yet Mr. Aspinall, the well-known English collector, originally bought them 
lor £15. 15s and £31. 10s. No donbt the craze of rich Americans to accumulate in their cities 
everything that gives the United States some semblance of an ancient history is the cause of 
this' rise in the market value of Columbus memorials. Mr. Quaritch, of Piccadilly, still 
eontinaes to hold the most precious of all the documents relating to Columbus now in existence. 
It is the first printed copy of his letter written from Lisbon to Ferdinand and Isabella, and 
printed at Barcelona, which was at the time the seat of the Coart. We understand that £1600 
is the lowest price that will be taken for this document, and that the figure will probably rise 
rather than fall with the advance of time.— The Daily Chronicle , January 7th, 1891.
